Bouever, at has* been edvlaed by a bws*#t of 
offices (DD/b, OBI, QBE, OHE) that halter rates ere desirable to nete the 
Ignicgr acre consistent with other agencies of the Odseraaeat a ad, in esae 
eases, to secure personnel who will not accept $5G per dgy. All eowpoaeats 
hare suae Consultants currently receiving $50 per day that they vault like 


3. A review has been made of pay of Consultants and Essperta througboet 
the federal Ctawertnent* The results are suna n pi ssd In the attached listing. 


4. Ion will note that only a awH Minority of Pedtrel Agencier e re 
Halt ed to $5© per day. 35 jsb» an? relatively small agencies Of am i ? ccsrpon- 
eats of departments end, in ace® uasea, the limitation does not appl;- to the 
entire agency or funeticoe. The Deportment of .Agriculture and the Bpcrtneir.: 
or Health, Education, end Welfare, for erawipV, are Halted to $50 gwr day 
for certain functions, hut have authority to pay rates as high ss $fcO per 
dcy «r $T5 per day in other areas. B» fioeoutiue Office of the President has 
a liadtation of $50 per 4*y for Ibtcraeiloaai Ifcelth Besaarch, hut h e «n- 
liaited per diaa far the IJhite House ounce sad &00 per day and $75 per day 
jfoar ceartalii othcx nt&s» 


5. The asperity of agencies eapUg - Consultants and Esparto tush r Public 
Lear ®0 (2 August 19*5) ti»i«h authorise/L per diem rates not ia exeear; of the 
highest rate of CB-15 ($&3.$o at ;aresnd- and $7*4.15 ia January 1954). A sub- 
stantial number, however, can pay $75 ahd $100 per day and sene haws no Maxi- 
mum rate. 
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6. The Deputy Director (Beat-ardh) ties indicated that a nwoclia i m rate 
of at least $100 per day would be 4es5jr»ble to seoure exwr^looally 1 i.p'aly 
qualified individuals, with bfat Public lew SOO Ecuciaun rate of $ 68.91 
generally applicable . 

7. The Atonic Energy Casadsuloa hat indicated that although itr author- 
ity to pay Consultants and Experts is derived fVoa Public I m 600, «&aae it 
is not under the Classlflcatlcm Act, It has no zwximm lladtatlon as accori- 
lagly pays over $100 per day In certain cases. It appears, therefore, that 

OGC the deletion of tha apeclflc liadLtatian of $50 per day in the Satin*! Security 
Act would pewit the Director to authorise pcyamt of any «ua for CatmeXtmte 
and Experts under his generel euthori-y.
